We rsgret to report the death

Mr. C. M. Greenlee, of Lawn¬ 
dale. one of the first farmers to 
finish threshing, reports a very 
good yield. From 30 acres of 
summer fallow he had an aver¬ 
age yield of 33 1-3 bushels to the 
acre, from another piece of sum¬ 
mer fallow of 80 acres he got an 
average of 30 bushels to the acre, 
and from his stubble wheat he 
got 12J bushels to the acre. His 
oats'on summer fallow went 70 
bushels to the acre. Mr. Green¬ 
lee is highly pleased with the re¬ 
sult of his threshing. Many 
other crops which are being 
threshed,are yielding much high¬ 
er than the first estimate of 
them. 

The weather during the past 
week has not been ideal thresh¬ 
ing weather as there have been 
odd showers which h have been 
just enough to hold up the work. 
.On Thursday there was a heavy 
shower, and rain has fallen on 
one or two occasions since then. 
The weather is cloudy but warm 
and threshing is in progress at 
present. The rains, besides hold¬ 
ing up the work and adding to 
the expense of the farmer who 
has a crew on h'S hands, is hold¬ 
ing back the fall work. Farmers 
are looking forward to being able 
to do a lot of work on the land 
this year after they have got the 
grain out of the way, as the 
early season will allow them to 
do this to a greater extent than 
last year.

The Alberta Winter Fair will 
be held at Calgary on December 
11 th to 14th. Entries for the 
sales of purebred and grade beef 
females and of purebred gnd 
grade horses close November 
13th, show entries close Decem¬ 
ber 1st. The prize lists will be 
ready at an earjy date. There 
are also special prizes amounting 
to $1,7000 in cash and trophies 
for a Baby Beef Competion for 
boys and girls. This competition 
is open to Canadian boys and 
girls over nine years and over 
seventeen years of age, and for 
purebred or grade steers or 
heifers calved in 1916. The only 
stipulations in regard to entry 
are that competitor must have 
fed, cared iot and fitted his entry 
between November 1st* 1917 and 
vthe date of the Fair, and fnust 
personally exhibit the animal in 
the show ring when judged or 
paraded. It is expected that the 
competition will be held at each 
succeeding Alberta Winter Fair, 
when longer notice can be given 
and the exhibitor will be requir¬ 
ed to feed his entry for at least 
4 months.

WHEAT AND OTHER NECESSITIES 

T$ie chief point of interest to . the farmer 
during the past week has been the fixing of the 
wheat prices by the Grain supervisors of Cana¬ 
da, aad the figure for No. 1, northern, $2.21. 
has met with a mingled reception. Many farm¬ 
ers have expressed themselves through the press 
^s generally satisfied that the price, in itself, 
is fair, and the leading farmers in this district 
are inclined tq the same view. But there is a 
rider to-this‘generally fair’ opinion which is 
based on the axiom that ‘things which are 
equal to the same thing are equal to one an¬ 
other’, which being interpreted means that 
since the priee of one commodity is fixed all 
other commodities essential to every-day life 
ought also to be fixed. And in that definition 
the whole situation resides. Examples are not 
wanting of the flagrant disproportion of prices 
of various economic necessities today. We have 
only to try and define the want of balance be¬ 
tween wheat and flour, hogs and bacon, and the 
insensate demand for increasingly high prices 
for farm machinery and implements, and we 
see in a minute where the difference lies, and 
why. The whole favour of unrestricted com¬ 
merce lies with the man who turns.out the fin¬ 
ished article. Flour is higher, relatively, than 
wheat, the same irrelative conditions apply be¬ 
tween hogs and bacon, while farm machinery 
aviates and promises to aviate still higher next 
i year under the buoyant wings of a maternal 
protection which defies even the elements. 
Truly the farmer who is legislated for,or against 
—can say with the Psalmist, ‘All these things 
are against me. ’ 

So that, in considering the two cases aide 
by side, we see where the producer is being 
made the example on whom to perform feats of 
economic experiment. Not that the farmer 
pbjects to the experiment itself, he realizes the 
necessities of war time, but he does object when 
the trick is not carried to iogical fulfilment but 
is allowed to expire in the experimental stage. 
No man among us is better pleased to see the 
ixing of prices, but it must be on equitable 
basis.Robbing Peter to pay Paul is not an exped¬ 
ient to be adopted in war time; both men must 
be brought into line. Legislation toward one 
demands legislation toward the other, in order 
that both may be on an equal footing of contri¬ 
bution toward the empire in her acknowledged 
hour ef need. To ask the farmer to do his share 
is right, beyond all question of dispute, but to 
make him do it without at the same time mak¬ 
ing those agencies which are essential to the 
growing of grain and the feeding of his house¬ 
hold do it, is to defV the laws of argument and 
logic. 

Therefore the fixing of grain prices opens 
up for the authorities a wide field of similar 
work in other directions. And it is work which 
will net brook delay; it must be done if we are 
to have an equality of. justice all around, alike 
for the produce*-, the manufacturer and the con¬ 


sumer. In great Britain these measures cam* 
into being long ago, and in the United States a 
similar responsibility was shouldered as soon as 
that nation deelared war. In Canada it cannot 
befeaid that we have more than made an almost 
imperceptible beginning to tackling this great 
problem, so the sooner we get to work the bet¬ 
ter for all concerned. ‘ 


NOTES 


The inaugural meeting of the Parent- 
Teacher Association of Vulcan promised very 
well indeed, and the general hope is t£at enthu¬ 
siasm in this direction will not be Allowed to 
flag. As was pointed out at the meeting, to 
send a child to school is one thing, but to see to 
and have an interest in that child’s education i» 
entirely another thing. And it is this latter 
state of affairs which the P-T. A. wishes to 
promote. The child going to school does not 
always form even a link between the school and 
the -home. This is one of the anomalies which 
can doubtless be eradicated by co-operative 
work between the school and the home. 


The meeting also afforded some-, of the 
ratepayers an opportunity of looking over the 
school. The trustees have brought the sur¬ 
roundings of the scholars up to a very high 
standard, and it would be difficult to findamore 
suitably furnished school in any district of a 
similar size. One of the improvements the trus¬ 
tees have insisted on and brought about is ade¬ 
quate sanitation and ventilation. 


The food controller has rescinded his order 
regarding canned vegetables for threshers in 
the western provinces, where green vegetables 
are scarce, and they may now go ahead and 
supply the daily wants if the cook car through 
this medium. This result is one instance of 
where the west made its voice heard. 


Argentine is in a ferment over the ‘goings- 
on’ of Count Luxburg, the German minister 
there who has been using, the Swedish legation, 
to transmit messages to Berlin. The people are 
demanding that a 48 hour ultimatum be sent to 
the Kaiser. Of what use? Might just as well 
break off diplomatic relations right now and" be 
done with it. 


The longer the war lasts the further the 
proof that German educational methods blind 
people inseparably against the methods of other 
peoples. Since the Kaiser marched on France 
in 1914 his fof-eign policy has pulled the veiy 
world about his ears. And all because he failed 
to reason like a human being and continued to 
view himself as ‘The Great I Am’. 


The revolution in Russia may be accepted as 
the last straw on the hopes of the Allies that 
that nation would be in the war to the finish. 
The amount of turmoil going on in that, harras- 
sed country can safely be assumed to be far 
greater than telegraphic reports state. A re¬ 
volution does not give way to a state of tran¬ 
quility all at once, headline reports to the con¬ 
trary notwithstanding, and society in Russia is 
fundamentally the same as in other countries. 
As the old ditty has it: -‘Society is like a glass 
of ginger pop, the dregs are at the bottom and 
the froth is at the top’.

CROP YIELDS IN U. S. 

Details of the report on crop 
conditions in the United States 
are: 

Spring wheat, condition 71.2 
per cant of a normal crop, com¬ 
pared with 48.6 last year, and 
74.0 the ten years’ average. In¬ 
dicated yield, 13.1 bushels, com¬ 
pared with 8.8 last year. 

All wheat, indicated yield,14.3 
bnshels per aere. compared with 

12.1 last year. 

Corn, condition 76.7 pecrjkent, 
compared with 71.3 last year and 

76.2 the ten years’ average. In¬ 
dicated yield 26.1 bushels per 
acre, compared with 24.4 last 
year. 

Oats, condition 90.4 per cent 
of a normal wop, compared with 
78.0 and 77ul the ten years’ av¬ 
erage. Predicted yield 35.5 
bushels an acre, compared with 
30.1 last year and 31.7 the 1911- 

average. 

Barley, condition 76.3; yield, 
243,compared with 24.6 and 23.6 
respectively last year. 

Reports of the government es¬ 
timate of the spring crop turned 
put to be too optimistic. A pop¬ 


ular theory that an increase of 
25,000,000 bushels woukl be in¬ 
dicated, as compared with the 
prediction in August, had to be 
thrown away, when after the 
close, figures from Washington 
proved to be half as large. 

Forecasts of production of the 
principal crops, based on condi¬ 
tions existing September 1, were 
announced by the United States 
department of agriculture as 
follows: , 

Winter wheat417,000,000 bush¬ 
els, compared with 158,000,000 
last year; all wheat 668,000,000, 
compared with 640,000,000 last 
year.

RUST OF WHEAT 


“Black rust is responsible for 
much of the losses to grain in 
Western Canada. Occasionally 
epidemics, such as that of 1916, 
occur and cause a loss of hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars to the 1 
national wealth.” Such is a 
statement in bulletin, No. 33, 
second series,entitled “The Black 
or Stem Rust of Wheat” recently 
issued by the Division of Botany 
of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, which at once indicates 
its own importance as well as the 
disastrous nature of the disease. 
Although special stress is laid 
upon the losses experienced in 
Western Canada, the disease is 
by no means confined to that sec¬ 
tion of the country, but might 
break out anywhere. Thus a 
study of the bulletin by the ag¬ 
ricultural community generally 
is commended. It purports to 
be a popular account of the na¬ 
ture, cause and prevention of 
grain rust and as such it is writ¬ 
ten in plain but definite language.
